THE WEEK’S NEWS. 


HE,KING’S Return to London.—Owing to 
reat pressure of public business, the King curtailed 
nis’ xtay in Scotland, and was due to return'to 

London on Thursday in. order that he might bold 

a Council to-day (Friday). One of the last 
functions His Majesty attended at. Balmoral was the dance 
given by him tofthe servants, tenants, and gillies of the 
Balmoral, Abergeldie, and Birkhall estates. This was 
held in the Royal ball-room, and was attended by about 
280 guests, he ball was opened:at 9.30, and a few 
minutes later His Majesty, accoropanied by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, entered tht ball-room, and remained 
for a considerable time watching the dancers. 


Mr. Balfour at Sheffield.—In the Artillery Drill- 
Hallat Sheffield, before an assemblage of about six thousand 
people, Mr. Balfour last week delivered his anxiously 
awaited speech on the fiscal problem. The Prime Minister 
commenced by saying that he meant to talk that night upon 
one subject, and one subject alone—namely, tariff reform. 
He attributed the exceptional prominenee which that topic 
now holds, not entirely to Mr. Chamberlain’s famous 
speech in May last, but to-several causes. For one thing, 
the late war had brought us into closer and more conscious 
touch with the great Colonial Empire of which this 
country is the centre. The Prime Ministers of the Colonies 
had brought before this country and the Empire, in the 
most entegorical and explicit terms, the question of tariff 
reform. Mr. Balfour reminded his hearersrof the threat 
made by at least one foreign Power to retaliatevon Can ida 
for the effoits she had made in giving preferential ti eat- 
ment to our manufactures, . They ‘must have brought 
home to miny minds the consciousness of our helplessness, 
under our existing tariff system, to deal with a.situation of 
that kind. You could not go to war over turiff questions; 
tariff attacks could only be met by'tariff replies. Free 
trade was but an empty-name and a vain farce if it was the 
fuct that foreign nations are setting themselves to work to 
divert our industries jnto channels which they would neve: 
naturally have followed, and to exclude our manufactures. 
He knew of no cure for the.existing evils, but he did know 
of a palliative. You would not get the great nations 
of the world to abandon Protection; you would not get 
our self-governing Colonies to retrace all the steps which 
we have permitted them to take. His request, therefore, 
was that-the people of this country ‘hould give to the 
Government that freedom of negotiation of which we had 
been deprived by what he could only term our own pedantry 
and self-conceit. He did not think public opinion was yet 
ripe in this country for taxation’ of food. Taxation >of 
every kind was in itself an evil; but the,evils of the 
taxation of food, so long as kept within very narrow 
limits, had'been exagge: ated beyond what reason and logic 
justified. Mr. Balfour concluded his speech with the 
declaration that “So long as I am the leader of this great 
purty I mean to lead it." If the party dissented from his 
conclusions he should make his bow und do his best in'an 
unofficial capacity to serve the eause 


How the Premier's Speech was Heard in 
London.—While Mr. Balfour was addressing his Sheffield 
n»undienee.165 miles away, a party of London journalists, 
xeated in the reception-room of the Electrophone Company 
at 35, Gerard Street, W.C., listened to the great speech 
without missing a syllable, Each held to his ears a double 
* receiver,” through which the sound of the audience 
greeting the orator with * He's a Jolly Good Fellow," 
and the voice of*the Premier conversing with someone on 
the platform, came with'the utmost distinctness. Even the 
little cough with which Mr. Balfour prefaced his utterances 
was clearly heard, as were the frequ nt ** Hear, hears," and 
interruptions of people in the body of the hall. The only 
mechanism visible on the platform were a couple of small 
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funnels with an opening about the size of a watch-dial 
Attached to these were the wires over which the sounds 
travelled to the Metropoli. 


Duke of Devonshire Resigns.—Additional in- 
terest was lentito the political situation when on Tuesday 
the resignation of the Duke of Devonshire was announced 
In a letter'to the;Trime Minister"His Grace gave his 
reasons for this step, stating that he was not prepared to 
support Mr. Balfour in his new fiscal policy.

B.3. B^ Harmer and Gardener, 
Modern Seed-Testing. 

N article in the 'eurrent number of the Magazine of 
Commerce deals with the great importance to the 
farmer of good seed, and the necessity for seientiflc 
and systematic testing. The author gives a descrip- 
tion, with illustrations, of the seed-testing station 

at Aynsome. There are few matters, he writes, in con- 
nection with the landed interests of the country that are 
of greater importanee to the farming community than the 
use of good seed. It frequently happens, wetolibsinadion 
the gravity of the question, that those specially interested 
scarcely realise as they ought that the best seed only 
is good enough for sowing purposes. The price of 
the best is, as a'rule, but a trifling amount compared 
with the combined cost of the rental of land, artificial 
manure, and the labour-bill; yet it is of eommon occur- 
m: qc eg s items of — a risked 
or the sake of a few pence nd or shillings per aere, 
as the case may be. Cale tee soak used by the farmer 
be genuine or true to name—compuratively pure, or free 
from weeds and dangerous fungi inimical to healthy 
growih--and the bulk of the seed respond readily to the 
germinating test, the erop must fail to remunerate the 
sower. In purchasing low-quality seeds—immature, im- 
pure, and of diminished vitality—the farmer not only loses 
at least a part of the expenses already enumerated, but 
he also loses his prospective profit on the outlay. When 
one realises this, the old adage, “ One r's bad seeding 
means seven years’ weeding,” spesial significance. 
Housing Chrysanthemums, 

Most market-growers who go in for large quantities of 
chrysanthemums will be busy at the present time clearing 
out the tomato crop from their houses as fast as possible in 
order that the chrysanthemums may be lifted from the open, 
or the crops growing in pots in the open may be brought in, 
says a writer in the Market Gardener. We noticed in the 
early part of the season that some growers were extra 
backward in getting out their crop of late "'mums, and 
these in many instances were so drawn that they had to 
be stopped back late. In many instances these will be late in 
showing up their buds, either in pots or in the open ground. 
The beginner in the trade will be in a nervous (Rei to get 
these plants under cover as quickly as possible, and it is in 
the interest of these that we write this note. In no case, 
whether the plants are in pots or in the open ground —the 
open ground especially—must the plants be brought 
indoors or be lifted until the buds are formed. If they 
are taken under glass it will often happen that a long 
spindly growth will ensue, and r, if any, flowers will 
result. So soon as the flower buds show, the plants should 


be lifted and be brought into the houses and be dug into 
the borders in rows, watering in every two or three rows 
as the work proceeds. In no case must the houses be shut 
up when the plants are brought in at first, but every 
ventilator should be fixed open night and day, as well as 
the doors, and be kept open until frost or high winds make 
it necessary to close them. When the plants are in position 
give the whole a dusting over with flowers of sulphur. 
In the afternoon, after bright days a gentle dewing 
with the syringe will be a great advantage to the planta, 
but this must not be overdone. Where the plants are 
stood in -houses the trees should be gone over with a 
new birch broom first before the plants come in ; this will 
Where plants 
from the open ground are brought into vineries and peach- 
houses, in no case must they be dug into the borders, as 
this would destroy the finest root of the trees and vines, 
but soil must be brought in in sufficient quantity to put 
between the balls of soil as the plants are put into position. 
If good balls are lifted with the plants, the soil to be 
brought in will not be very large in quantity. It may be 
thought that such advice is unnecessary, and that no 
grower would dig plants into his frame-borders, but we are 
afraid such a proceeding is by no means uncommon, and is 
the cause of much subsequent trouble.

of this system is that the risk is practically nil, for no 
plants are more easily grown than pansies; in addition, 
named varieties can be obtained very cheaply. A bed of 
pansies or violas is undoubtedly a thing of beauty. and 
from spring until late autumn bloom can be obtained 
without the least trouble. 


Winter Laying. 

Winter laying is a matter of hatching rather than breed- 
Almost any pullets, if hatched during March and April, 
and wel] housed and fed, wil! commence in the late autumn 
and lay regularly all through the winter. The former 
month is more suitable for the heavy or sitting breeds, as 
they require longer time in which to mature. Good or bad 
laying depends mnch on strain. Some Minoreas, properly 
housed and fed, kept in a covered-in run, and protected 
from wind and rain, have during winter laid as many 
eggs us any breed; and, on the other hand, others kept 
under the same conditions were useless for winter eggs. 
Shelter and warmth, with proper feeding, will work 
wonders with a non-sitting breed ; but there must be a 
good strain with which to begin.
